He was sought for at a 
somewhat late hour of the night for the 
purpose of obtaining an order relative to 
the riot, and wan found — two-thirds drunk. 
In that happy state of obiiviousness the 
imminency of the danger was strongly 
represented to him, and his exertions 
were request jd for the suppression of di - 
Acuities. The old gentleman bloomed out| 
like a mammoth cactus, and informed the 
solicitor that “There was no difficulty; 
only every body go to bed, and nobody 
would be killed; he had examined careful- 
ly; he drank rot-gut with both parties, 
and peaceabler citizens and b — b — better 
gentlemen could not be found. The shoot- 
ing was only for fun. If any body attacks 
you, ask them to drink and it will all be 
settled. Try it, I did.” And from his 
appearance we should think he had, and 
found it exceedingly sedative — on himself.
